BBYN MAWB COLLEGE 



A special summer school for Indus- 
trial workers has been announced by 
Bryn Mawr College from June IB to 
August 10. Five scholarships of $200 
each, which will cover all fees, tuition, 
board and room, have l>een assigned to 
Kentucky.
